The 
questioh, therefore, is unanswerable 
at prefipnt; tJut at the proper time and 
in tja,e,proper place the Government 
will'b^ prepared to speak for them- 
seUes. and 'propound their own policy, 
whiiiliV'wa.'feei' confident, vrill be such 
as |p, qommend,, ijself. to every reason- 
able' 'Wan in tho countiy. . But, whilst 
declining to foreshadow the Miniaterial 
policy by stating .what they abb going 
to 'db^a feel that we shall violate no 
ooufidifiiiioe.when wo briefly state what 
the" Gbvfe'rhment are not going to do : 
They are not going to increase the 
dabt, of the Province by prosecuting 
uriBS^essary works; or squander mo- 
najr in- favored districts to secure the 
political goodwill of the electors; or 
punish certain, districts . by withhold- 
ing'frotd them a fair share of the pub 
lie expeuditure because their represen- 
tatives do not support the Govern- 
ment; or borrow money.from or pledge 
the public revenues to Canada, to ae-, 
cure the wherewithal for electioneer- 
ing purposes; or allow an Act to re- 
muin on the statute-book that places 
it within the power of rings to acquire 
vast tracts of land for speculative pur- 
poses and to drive away actual settltrs; 
or offer immigrants free grants of 250 
acres of land for every man., woman 
and child, and fail to keep the promise 
when they come: or allow the aliena 
tion of the forest and mineral wealth 
oithe Province unless the terms on 
which Ihut wealth may be alienated 
shall be rigorously exacted; or per

They owned, 
besides good stocks of grain ami farm 
produce generally, 2,73i horses; 2, 
389 cows; 1.5G8 sheep; 4,540 pigs'; 592 
oxen; and 1,98G young stock. Com- 
men ting on these facts Mr. Laird ob 
serves: The personal property whieli 
Indians have accuiuulated, the crops 
which they rais'' and the i)ri);4rt'Ss of 
bducatiou aiuonji[st them, are tho best 
evidences of how far, as a people, they 
may be trusted with the manageiuent 
of their real estate and vested fmi.lH. 
Tho value of the real e-^tato which 
some bands po-iaess in Ontario dues 
not result from tiieir thrift, as these 
lands in most cases have become valu- 
able not so much from the industry of 
the Indians as from their prusimity to 
towns, villages, or prosperous settle- 
ments of whites.

If you jjrosiat 
ill your eourse, you are selling tho young 
men of tho city to sustain tho revonut 
Remember, aud remember it well, that 
vour action in tbis matter to night will 
be brought up before yon on tlie Judg 
ment Dav." The ladies then retired, and 
tho regular business of the meeting was 
pruceedoil with. The following resolu- 
tion was afterwards carried:— Moved by 
Aid. O'Ui'illy, seconded by Aid. Kilvert, 
"That tb" members of tliis Council while 
nnnble toiiccedo to tho prayer of tho peti- 
tion presented to them tbis evening by 
tho ladies, in reference to tho subject of 
sliop licences, fully reeognize and uppro- 
cialo the motive by which the members 
of tho depulution wore aotuatnd in pre- 
I paring and pruitentiBg the potitioa," 



Tho London "Daily News" of Feb. 
10th has tho following account of ti.e 
scenes inoidontal to tho opening of 
Parliament by tbe Queen: 
! At a f evyjuqmeuts before 2 o'oloo k 
tte royal prooeBsibn set ou"t7 preoea- 
ed by tho Life Guards, after whom 
came six state carriages — each drawn 
by six horses, adorned with the inag- 
nilicent trappings proper to occasions 
ol state. In the carriage immediately 
preceding that of Her Majesty were 
iheDuchjssut Wellington ahd the 
Countess of Erroll. '1 hen catue mere 
Life Guards and tho Yeomeu of thii 
Guard, iu their bright old-fashioned 
"Beef-eaters" costame— delightful to 
took upon in cold-weatber — be it actu- 
ally "Tutlor" or not^; and then, not 
the wouderful gilt coach of state, but 
a handsome stiite carriage, drawn by 
eight of the famous cream colorod 
horses, gorgeously caparisoned and 
deoked with blue ribbons and rosettep. 
From the winrlows of the carriago, 
closed in consequenco of the inclemen- 
cy of the temperature, bowed iu grace- 
ful ncknowledgeinant of tho greeting 
which they received, the Queen and 
tbo Princess of "Wales, with whom was 
tho Piiiicess Beatrice. Her Majes- 
ty, wliose dress was entirely conceal- 
ed by a robe of royal eriuiuo, wore a 
iniuialuro crown of superb pearls. The 
incess of Wales waa also robed iu 
royal, er^inej t^nd yrore a coronel; of 
pearls and dlainoni^s and a black vel- 
vet necklet studded with gems. For a 
few momouts, but only for a few, it 
seemed as if tho icy air bail frozen the 
loyalty out of her Alajesty'a subjects, 
but the most cordial cheering must 
have a beginniog,and the faint hurrah 
which greeted the first appearance of 
the royal carriage quickly guthorod 
volume, being taken up and re-echoed 
along the liuelJof marcli by thousands 
of liiWty tbrcfats, ahd-^" aoeotnpanied by 
the Wttvi&g of hats and handkerchiefs. 
Aa the procession advanced along tho 
i^all the cheering increased in inten- 
sity; and was redoubled when a faint 
hiss, probably prompted more by mis- 
chief than actual disloyalty, made it- 
self hoard. Olose behind the royal 
carriage walked, clad in {jfowns of red 
and blue, and velvet caps tho two offi- 
cers who invariably excite the public, 
curiosity at those pageants in which 
they are privileged to take part — her 
Majesty's farrier aud collar-maker. 
Close behind these rode the Master of 
tbe Horse, and then came more Life 
Guards glittering in steel and scailet. 

TUE SCENE IN TUE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Like the temporal peers, the Bishops 
had relinquished their usual seats, re 
tainiugonly tho front bench. Tha seats 
ut the back pf this were railed off, and 
appropriated to' tbe use of the Diplo- 
matic Corps. Early anivals of this 
distinguished bocly were tho Spanish 
Minister and Gen. Schenek, the re- 
presentative, of the United States, who 
wore the uniforin of his rank iu the 
American armj'. Coant Beust, the 
Austrian ambutsador, was the first lO- 
presGutativo of the great European 
powers to present himself, aud he 
took bis seat at the eud of the frout 
bench furthest from the tbrone. The 
tall figure of Count Munster was pre- 
sently seen towering high above tho 
Duke of Ktcbiuond, with whom, in pas- 
sing, he stopped to chat. Count 
Schouvaloff took his seat next to Count 
Beust, then Count Munster placed 
himself; then the Marquis d'Haroourt, 
aud late and last Musurus Pacha, glic- 
tering with gold lace, diamonds, and 
orders of merit, nu.l capped witb a 
pluiu crinisou fez. Wbilo the Queen 
yet tarried the rcpreseiuatives of Aus 
tria, Germany, Bu^sia, Franco and 
Turkey chiilied in the friendliest ffish- 
iou. When tho Bishops arrived, 
preceded by the Bishop of Lichfield, 
wbo bud the bench all to himself for 
nearly half an hour, tlioy disposed 
theta elvfcS partly on the solitary bench 
reserved for them and principally on 
the broad cushioned bench in frout 
of the woolsack. 

Up to ih s im 1 semi-daikiio; 8 still 
reigned iu lue liouse, and a Lliiu iui^)t 
partially obscured the long lines of 
color that led up to tbe solitary ,empty 
space where the throne stood, with tbe 
state robes of tho sovereign spread 
oprn upon it, But at a siurnal from 
the Lord Chancellor a flood of light 
fell upou tho scone from tho gaseliers 
roof, ligliliug up tho fair faces, the 
softly- colored droises, and tbo bound- 
lens wealth of jewelry that glistened on 
arm and nock and breast and head, and 
trembled like a sea of light with every 
movement of the wearers. While tho 
buzz of couversation which the sudden 
traupformaiion scone thus Biniply ef- 
focted was at its height, tho Duko of 
Tock onterod iinuoiiced and stood near 
tho stops to tho left of tho throuo. A 
few minutes later, with a swift rustling 
sound, the whole compauy rose to 
their feet and silently welcomed the 
Duchess of Edinburgh and tbo Duch- 
ess ot Teck, who entered es 
corted by tbo Duke of Edinburgh and 
tho Duko of Cambridge. Tho royal 
ladies woro led to the woolsack, which 
tho Lord CJhaucollor vacated, and woro 
sealed facing tho throne. The Duch- 
ess of Edinburgh wore a dress of blue 
velvet trimmed with sable. Her head 
was adorned with a coronet of dia- 
mouds, aud as she sat with her back 
to the general company, there might 
bo caught a glimpsu of a scarlet ribbon 
worn croBswaya over her breast and 
caught behind by a diamond clasp. 
Both tbo Duke of Edinburgh and the 
Duko of Cambridge wore tbo unsight- 
ly Fear's robe, but uuderaeAtb were 



plainly visible, on the one the uniform 
of ajcaptain in-the navy, and oni the 

other that of a field marshal in ' the 
army. Tho royal Dukea sat at the 
end of tho front opposition bench, 
closer to the throne. 'At 2:30 the head 
of the royal procohision arrived, iii the 
persons of the' four go'r^e&uBly^'olad 
heralds, who, bowing; ;low /.Ofl tlioy 
passed before tho royal ladies' soated 
on tho woolsack, crossed and took up 
a position to the left of the throno. 
Then followed Norroy King of Anns, 
Cnarijnciux TSing 'of "Arms, Gartci- 
King of Anna, the Geutloman Usbor 
of tho Black Rod, and tho Eurl Mar- 
shal, who, each stopping to bow' to the 
two Duchesses, crossed ovor, find, with 
other oflioials and court dignitaries, 
stood in a dazzling group to ttie left of 
the throne. ' 

THE QUEEN. 

Once more the company rose as the 
Queen entered, tho iNIanpiis of Win- 
cbostor and tho Duko of Hicliiuond 
preceding her, tho ono bearing thn 
Cap of Maiutenaiic'O and tho other 
clasping with both hands the Sword 
of State. As tho Queen turned to the 
left to take her place on tho throne the 
Princess of Wales lightly stopped for- 
viud and sat down in tho coiiior of tho 
wool.sack, her slight fignro botwoeii 
those of the DuoheasJ of Teok atid tbo 
Duchess of Edinburgh. The Qiioou 
was dressed iu a robe of imperial pur 
plo, so dark tliat it might almost have 
passe-l for black. On her head, sur- 
mouiitiiig tho wihto pointed cap fami. 
liar in many of her portraits, waa a 
mmiaturo crown of diamonds. Bound 
her neck was a magnificent necklace 
of diamonds; a large diamond glisten 
ed like a star on her breast, aud tho 
jewel of the Order of the Garter shoue 
on the broad blue band of ribbon she 
wore across her shoulder. Conspicuous 
among so much splendor were the 
simple black fan her Jlujesty carried, 
and tho black f^lovcs which covered 
hands and wrists. Thb Princess 
Beatrice and the Princess Louise, 
who followed close behind, accom- 
pauiod Her Majesty to the throne, and 
during the ceremory remained stand- 
ing on either side. Tbe Princess 
Louise wore a dress of lilac silk, sa.sh- 
ed with bars of black velvet, and tiie 
Princess Boutrice, a maize-colored 
dress, trimnjed iBitji:dfti-fc-i;83*ee5t)jy.elT 
vet. As the Queen took her seat on 
the th rone, she nearly lost her crown, 
owing to the entuuglcmout of her long 
white strings which fell backward 
from the cap, and which, as Her Maj- 
esty seated herself, caught under her 
dress and almost ]mlled the cap off 
her head. The Princess Beatrice suc- 
ceeded, not not without dilliculty, in 
rescuing the strings, and a footstool 
being placed by tho Lord Great 
Chamberlain, Her Majesty was finally 
arranged on tlie thronOj the robe of 
state being partly thrown over her 
shoulder by the Piiucess Louise. 

The perfect silouco which reigned 
through the chamber after the Queeu 
was seated was broken by jtho rush of 
many feet, and from behind the bar 
was seen advancing tho Speaker of the 
House of Commons, with .^ho sergeant- 
at-anus carrying the mace', '"iVnd close 
at their heels a turbulent throng of 
gentlemen. These wcro the "Geutlo- 
men of the House of Commons," to 
whom a portion of tho speech was 
specially addressed, and when they 
had arranged themselves, not without 
considerable noise and somo cries of 
"Order" from noble lords comfortably 
seated on tbe floor of the House, tho 
Lord Chancellor advanced to the foot 
of the tlirone ami, kneoling, ofl'erod 
Her Majesty tbo doaiiiuent containing 
the speech. Her Majesty mutely sign- 
ed to tho Lord Uliancollor to keop it, 
aud, rising, his lordship returned to 
bis old position at the empty chair of 
tho Priuce of Wales, and there read 
tlio speech in a voico which resounded 
to tho uttnriuost parts of tho chamber. 
When tho end was reached tho C^ueen 
rose, and, bowing lirst to tlio loft and 
then to tho right, walked out, followed 
by the princesses and tho procession, 
having opeiiG<l Parliaiueht without 
uttering a single word. As aho do- 
parled, tbo brilliant company rapidly 
melted away, and the session of 187G 
had commenced. ,
